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Altona — Shire or City 


Debate 


Gagged 


The non-party councillors have gagged a council debate on raising 
the shire's status to a city, but no councillor expressed 


proposal. 


The shire secretary, Mr. J. W. Waters, told last Monday 
night’s council meeting there was nothing to stop the shire 
from becoming a city. And the only costs would be for 
changing a few signs and the council's letterhead paper. 


But led by Cr. W. L. J. Crofts, the newly-in- 
power non-party councillors carried a motion that the 
debate be adjourned—-without fixing any date or time 
for it to be brought up again. 

When Labor councillor, Cr. J. J. Ginifer, tried to resume the 
debate tater in the night under the item of ‘Adjourned Motions,” 
the nov-party councillors gagged the debate again. 


Cr. Ginifer declared angrily: “Democracy has gone out the 
door: wader this new administration 


the job.” 


Cr. Crofts replied: “You had 10 years to get on with the job.” 
At the height of the debate, Cr. G. den Dulk, 
time had voted with Cr. H. W. Lee before he became shire 
to reject a ruling by Cr. Lee. 
But the move was defeated when ne counciller seconded his 


_ president, called for councillors 


motion. 


The secretary's report on Al- 
tona’s chances -of becoming a 
.city was circulated to councillors 
but was not made public. - 

After the meeting, Mr. Water's 
told the “Star” that it was 
short and simple. 


It said that Altona hed at- 
tained all the legal qualifications 
for becoming a city, and in many 
cases had exceeded them. 

Cr. Ginifer moved that the 
shire secretary take the neces- 
sary action to change the status 
of Altona from a shire to a icty. 

Cr, Ginifer told the council: 
“Having read the report I find 
it quite factual. 


“AD the prescriptions, Altona 
does fulfil—and to a great ex- 
tent it goes beyond the require- 
ments, 

“Amenities which we have pro- 
vided such as parks, gardens, 
infant welfare centres, dental 
clinics, should be in a munici- 
pality that would desire to be- 
come 4 City.. 

“The only financial  expendi- 
ture caused by such a move 
would be on stationery and some 
of the signs in the municipalig’. 

“I have found that there will 
be no costs or disadvantages as 
far as the Country Roads Board 
or the Road Assistance Funds 
are concerned. 


“We would become in the same 
category as the cities of Sun- 
shine and Keilor wihch both 
have large perimeter develop- 
ment, even much more than us,” 
“Cr. Ginifer said. 

Cr. Crofts rose and said: “I 

move an amendment, that this 
matter be adjourned.” 


€r. Ginifer: “That gags the 
debate. Adjourn to what time?’ 
Cr. Crofts: “Because I feel 


that there are some inaccuracies 
in the report.” 


Cr. Lee: “We can anly dis- 
cuss time, not inaccuracies.” He 
then spoke huriedly with Mr. 
Waters, and continued: “Cr. 
Crofts, what you are saying is 
that you want to adjourn inde- 
finitely which is in direct opposi- 
tion to the motion.” ~ 


Cr. Crofts: “I refer to Page 9 
of the council by-laws which 
says that a motion can be ‘That 
this matier be adjourned.’ 

“If it is adjourned, it is ad- 
journed until. the matter is 
brought up again.” 

Cr. Lee: ‘In effect it is op- 
posing the motion — completely 
negative to the spirit of the 
motion.” . 

Cr. Crofts walked to the presi- 
dent's chair and showed him the 
by-law. 

Cr. Lee then said: “It seems 
that it can be adjourned indefi- 
nitely.”” 

Cr. Ginifer: “Then we can’t 
debate the adjournment.” 

Cr. Lee: “I uphold that. Is 
there a seconder?”

His motion to resume the de- 
bate was seconded by Cr. den 
Dulk.

Ginifer, Bond, den 
Duik and Lee voted for the de- 
bate to be resumed, and_Crs. 
Weaver, Lynch, Grant. Crofis 


and. Burns voted against it... #

At an interview with Cr. W. L. J. Crofts following Monday, 
nights council meeting he said at no time-after moving adjourn 
ment of the proposal to change the status of Altona from a shire 
to a city was he permitted to state his reasons for the adjournment. 

He pointed out that if his motion had been to note this item 
on the agenda the proposal would haye been ‘killed’

Work has commenced on the wide drain which will provide an outlet fo ihe sea for the swampy lands in the Altona West area, as-well as drainage for Laverton East and 
the Petrochemical Complex. A Jarge drag line machine with a boom which swings 140 feet in the air (pictured above) has commenced dredging the channel from the 
beach west of the Explosives Reserve Pier. With each scoop the machine lifts five cubic yards of soil—one bucket every 45-50 seconds. Where the channel will cross 
Queen-st., just west of Kooringal Gelf Corse, a new road bridge will be constructed. The 300 feet wide channel will be 6906 feet long and have a depth of 4-5 feet. 
Levy banks either side will rise to three feet. Estimated to cost $200,000, the project is expected to be completed within 3-4 months.—Photo by Barry Sutton—d 6017.

_ The Department of Education pays for tuition and buildings 
but parents pay for books and anything else used in the schools, 


.,Boronla charged the most, 
yeytliorne the least ‘and Altona 
was between the two. 


Mr. Shee pointed out that Grey- 
throne raised a tremendous 
amount of money at the annual 
fete with the result more money 
is available from this source for 
books, etc. 


Instead of each student pur- 
chasing certain books, subject 
fees are charged from which a 
smaller number “of books are 
bought to be shared among the 
students, ‘This means a con- 
siderable saving to parents. 


The composite fee is used for 
a number of school requisites— 
reference library, subject lib- 
raries, general library, sporting 
equipment, teaching aids, pupils 
telephone calls, paper towelling, 
first-aid equipment and any other 


items shared by pupils but not B 


supplied by the Department. 


The fee is scaled down if two 
or more of one family attend 
the Altona High School. 


The fee consists of the com- 
posite fee proper and the con- 
tribution to the Advisory Coun- 
cil. The latter pays for ground 
improvements and amenities for 
the pupils. 


Those parents in financial 
difficulties, but who nevertheless 
have offered to pay by instal- 
ments, must earn the school's 
sincere praise. 


Publically commended is the 
father who overpaid the com- 
posite fee and generously de- 
clined to take a refund. 


These have heen typical re- 
sponses by Altona parents. 


This year at Altona High 35 
students are studying for matri- 
culahon and 66 at the Leaving 
evel. 


Mr. Shee said the matricula- 
tion students have a wide choice 
of subjects .in the humanities and 
sciences—wider than in most 
other schools at the start of 
matriculation. 


He believes it will not be long 
before the matriculation form 
grows to 75 students. 


The number of children in 
Australia staying at school after 
15 and going on to matriculation 
level is greatest in the State 
of Victoria, commented Myr. 
Shee. a

The reference library, that is, 
the collection of such material 
as. encyclopaedias, year books, 
dictionaries, directories, etc., is. 
now. of a superior order. The 
reference library is not for loan, 
but is always’ kept on library, 
premises to be referred te’ when* 
particular information is re- 
quired.

Frequently material is reques-- 
ted that is from periodical-litera- 
ture rather than books, in which 
case, the particular library hold- 
ing the information often sup- 


plies photo-copy material rather. 
than the periodical itself. Photo- 
copy has provided an important 
development in library services. 


The future development’ of our 
library depends not only on the 
work and vision of a sedulous 
librarian. and library staff, but 
aso on continued council sup- 
port and trust, and borrower par- 
ticipation. All of these are 
equally important; and it is be- 
cause of the presence of all 
three factors to this date. that 
this library has been an out- 
standing achievement. It is to 
be hoped that as the- first and 
last of these three- factors are 
undeniable, that the second fac- 
tor, that is, council co-operation, 
council support and- trust, par- 
ticularly trust, will continue, as 
a withdrawal of council support 
could prove disastrous to the 
prestige, not only of the Altona 
; ‘Public Library Service, but. to 
the prestige of this whole com- 
munity. 


I strongly feel that despite the 


outstanding growth of this muni-! 


cipal service, that there are 
still many, even among the ad- 
ministrators of the shire them- 
selves, who still do not under- 
stand the full function of a 
public library, and wha imagine 
that it is merely a place for 
borrowing a book or two to 
while away the hours. The true 
function of a library service goes 
far beyond this indeed and its 
impact upon this community has

BUFFALO AND COUCH GRASS LAWNS 


Buffalo. grass does not seed in sufficient quanti- 
ties to become available commercially, and a buffalo 
grass lawn must always be propagated from the.roots. 

This is also a good method for making a couch 


grass lawn. 

To make either a buffalo grass 
or couch grass lawn from the 
roots, careful preparation of the 
ground is equally as necessary 
as with English lawns. In hot, 
dry districts coach grass, and 
in sandy soi) buffalo grass, - is 
preferable to the English grasses 
as they will not only stand more 
wear and tear, but are not so 
liable ta die out during hot 
weather. 


The method of planting the 
roots is simple: Set the roots in 
the soil about 9in. by 6in. apart. 
A good plan is to lay down a 
6in. board, starting the planting 
one end, using the board to 
walk on, also as a guide to hav- 
ing a straight line.

Water Use

enough to meet normal requirements. 


There are certain methods 


1.—It is recommended that 
trees and expensive shrubs that 
form the main framework of a 
garden are given preferential 
watering treatment in a drought. 


2.—Lawns will generally re- 
cover after quite long dry 
periods and limited water can 
be wasted endeavouring to keep 
them alive. Deep rooting couch 
lawns and buffalo grass are more 
drought resistant and tolerant 
of water with dissolved satis 
than English lawns. 


3.—Annuals and vegetables are 
readily replaced each year 
are best left unwatered when 
only limited supplies are avail- 
abl as they are generally not 
resistant to dry conditions with 
their shallow root systems. 


4—Most native Australian 
trees and shrubs are more re- 
sistant to dry conditions and 
with limited water available this 
should be concentrated on valu- 
able plants from wetter regions 
such as Rhododendrons, Azaleas, 
etc. Shrubs and trees such as 
Eucalypis, Acacia, Waxflower, 
Broome, Oleanders, Bottle Brush, 
are fairly drought resistant and 
require only occasional water- 
ing to be kept alive. 


For low drought tolerance 
species however, regular appli- 
eation of water is necessary and 


feet of foliage per day may be 
required for srought sensitive 
varieties. 


5.—Broadleafed plants such as 
Hydranges, ete., wilt easily and 
are replaceable growing fairly 
quickly under normal conditions. 
‘They are difficult to kegp alive 
however, under drough¥ condi- 


“tions. Cutting them back heavily 


will reduce their water demand. 

6.—Lightly sprinkling the soil 
with water is harmful’ to the 
roots of plants as the roots tend 
to remain in the top soil and 
this soon dries out and for this 
reason a method of watering 
where the water penetrates the 
soil at least several inches is 
important. 


7.—The most useful place to 
apply water is to the roots of 
plants. 


For small shrubs, plants, ete., 
if plastic or glass bottles are 
filled with water or waste water 
and these inserted in the ground 
upside down in a_ pre-formed 
hole made with a broomstick 
or similar object, the water will 
slowly seep out from the bottle 
and find its way to the root 
system of the plant beneath the 
ground, If the soil is heavy 
(clay soils) a little sand at the 
bottom of the hole gives a 
chance for the water to get out 
more easily. Trial and error de- 
termines the best way to apply 
water in this manner. 


8.—Mulch as much of the gar- 
den as possible. Plants can with- 
stand much more heat on the 
eaves when their roots are cor* 
and moist. Mutches have the 
effect of shading the soil, re- 
ducing evaporation and keeping 
the soil cool. However, mulches 
must be put on before the soil 
has dried out. Straw. hay, lawn 
clippings, leaf mould, compost, 
tan bark, sawdust, buzzer chips, 
seaweed, animal manure are all 
suitable if three to four inches 
of material is used. News- 
papers, polythene film, treated 
paper, cement bags, sacking, 
pebbles or gravel can also be 
used to advantage.

9.—Cultivation should be kept 
to a minimum, for loose soils 
dry out much faster than 
soil.

Mulching helps suppress 
weed growth. When weeds are 
a problem they are easiest te 
control while small by shallow 
surface cultivation.

If you were knocked out by the Beatles’ last LP, “Sergeant Peppers,” 
you will wear. your record player out playing side one of ‘their latest LP 
called “Magical Mystery Tour.” With each record they make the Beatles 
continue to advance further and further still, ahead of all other pop groups. 


However, if you were disgusted with ‘’Sergeant Pep- 
pers” you will probably feel the same way about the new

Like ;the Beatles the Beach 
Boys are continually changing 
and developing their scund—but 
with a simpler technique. 

the Beach Boys employ their 
harmonious voices to the ‘fuil 
degree ,and despite the fact that 
they are better musicians than 
the Monkees they prefer to keep 
instruments out as much as pos- 
sible. 


They|seem to prefer the sim- 
plicity jof blowing a bottle or 
munching celery as against the 
somewhat complicated recording 
techniques adopted by the 





Beatles. I have the same critic 
ism fof both LP’s recorded by 
the Beach Boys. 


Although all numbers are good 
éach EP has too much of the 
same Kind of number. “Smiley 
Smile”|is primarily a vocal rec- 
ord comprising slow, soft, sweet 








harmonies, while “Wild Honey” 
is a fast, groovy record with 
more use made of instruments. 
Consequently if you are a fan 
of the Beach Boys you will 
really {enjoy both records, but 
if you: don't dig them then the 
records could become monotonous 
—in fact, rather boring. 

“Smiley Smile” (recorded on 
the Beach Boys’ own label, 
Brother Records) is best descri- 
bed a$ a platter to really lay 
back and listen carefully to be- 
fore passing judgment. 

Summing up I feel that the 
Beach] Boys have found a new 
sound |which they tend to wear 
out on both records. However, 
I would recommend the record 
to alilfans of the Beach Boys.

Two falls by a woman into a six feet deep street excavation 
on a Saturday afternoon resulted in both the woman and her 
hasband being charged with being drunk and disorderly and using
